PERIOD  LATE  SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY _ STYLE  SPANISH  RENAISSANCE 

TH  E  old  monastery  of  Santa  Maria  de  los  Angeles  y  San  Antonio  Abad 
at  Churubusco  was  the  scene  of  a  stubborn  resistance  to  the  American 
invasion  in  1 847.  The  beautiful  little  chapel  of  San  Antonio  Abad,  ad¬ 
joining  the  entrance  to  the  church,  was  originally  entirely  covered  with  a  bril¬ 
liant  decoration  of  glazed  tiles.  The  same  form  of  decoration  also  character¬ 
izes  a  large  portion  of  the  interior  of  the  ancient  monastery,  which  is  now 
used  as  a  hospital.

THIS  curious  structure  was  ereded  to  cover  the  sacred  fountain  of 
medicinal  waters  said  to  have  sprung  from  the  spot  where  the  Virgin 
stood  in  one  of  her  apparitions  at  Guadalupe.  The  elaboration  of 
detail  and  the  beauty  of  coloring  in  the  tiles  add  to  the  efFed  produced  by 
the  very  successful  treatment  of  the  entrance  portion  which  covers  the  well 
itself.

STYLE  BAROQUE 


THIS  institution  was  founded  by  three  wealthy  Biscayan  merchants 
in  the  year  1732  as  an  institution  for  the  education  of  girls.  Its  real 
name  is  the  Colegio  de  la  Paz,  but  the  nativity  of  its  founders  has  given 
its  popular  designation.  It  covers  an  enormous  area,  and  its  handsome  great 
central  patio,  or  court,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  Mexico.  Nearly  $2,000,000  has 
been  expended  in  the  ereblion,  adornment  and  improvement  of  this  building. 
The  staircase  dome  in  this  plate  is  an  uncommon  instance  of  the  secular  use 
of  that  feature. 
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
